Among lawyers who 
praised him at the demonstration 
in his honor yesterday were Ed- 
vard W. Foristel, Henry Kortjohn, 
Earl M. Pirkey and H. W. Blod- 
gett. 

Blodgett was one of Bender's 
lawyers when Bender was acquit- 
ted, in July, 1926, of the charge of 
compounding a felony in the Ru- 
therford murder case settlement. 
After William Allen Rutherford, 
member of a wealthy Arkansas 
family, shot and killed an unof- 
fending bellboy in a downtown ho- 
tel here, Bender was retained by 
the boy’s relatives as special prose- 
cutor. He interested himself en- 


got $6500 for the boy’s mother and 
$1000 as his own fee. The murder 
prosecution was dismissed on pay- 
ment of a $500 fine by Ruther- 
ford. 

Circuit Attorney Sidener after- 
ward said that Bender represented 
to him that the witnesses in the 
case could not be found. The fact 
was that the witnesses were avail- 
able. Sigener and Bender were in- 
dicted jointly through the efforts 
of Attorney-General Gentry, 
both prosecutions failed, as memni- 
bers of the Rutherford family re- 
fused to come from Arkansas to 
testify. 

When Bender was acquitted, he 
immediately presented to his jurors 
a paper indorsing him as a candi- 
date for Circuit Judge in the Re- 
publican primary. Eight of them 
signed it and four refused. In the 
Bar Association’s indorsement poll, 
he had received three votes out of 
267 lawyers voting. He was beaten 
in the primary then and in the 
1928 primary when 17 Republican 
lawyers out of 510 voted to tndorse 
him. He ran for Prosecuting At- 
torney. in the 1922 primary. He 
was elected to the Republican City 
Committee in 1924, and fought 
Mayor Miller.

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ROBERT F. WALKER, 
VETERAN SUPREME 
JUDGE, DIES AT 73 


Succumbs in Hospital at 
Jefferson City After 18 
Years on Highest State 
Tribunal. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 20.— 
Judge Robert F. Walker, 79 years 
old, senior justice of the Missouri 
Supreme Court in age and years 
of service in the court, died last 
night in St. Mary’s Hospital here, 
of an intestinal disorder. 

Funeral services for Judge Walk- 
er will be held at 2 o’cloek tomor- 
row afternoon in the courtroom of 
the Supreme Court en banc. The 
Rev. Paul Weber, pastor of the 
Baptist Church of Jefferson City, 
will have charge. Other speakers 
will be Chief Justice W. T. Rag- 
land of the.Supreme Court, former 
Supreme Judge Fred L. Williams 
of St. Louis, and former Supreme 
Judge John I, Williamson of Kan- 
sas'City. The body will lie in state 
in the court en banc courtroom to- 
morrow morning. Burial will be | 
in Riverview Cemetery here. 

Judge Walker was removed _ to 
the hospital 10 days ago when he 
suffered an acute attack as he was 
preparing to go on the bench in 
court en banc. He had been in ill 
health for more than two years 
and underwent a major operation 
about a year ago. 

Serving his eighteenth year asa 
Judge of the Court, Judge Walker 
has been regarded as a liberal 
member and on many occasions op- 
posed, either in majority or dis- 
senting opinions, the hair splitting 
technicalities which are employed 
by defense counsel in appeals in 
criminal cases, to obtain reversals 
of convictions. The trend of the 
Missouri Supreme Court in recent 
years has been toward more liber- 
al interpretation of such technicali- 
ties. 

Legislation and Crime. | 

In one of his dissenting opinions 
two or three years ago, Judge 
Walker declared that lessening of 
crime could not be effected through 
legislation. ‘“‘Prompt and vigorous 
prosecutions, a disregard of techni-'! 
cal defenses, and convictions sup- 
ported by substantial evidence will 
prove far more effective in lessen- 
ing crime,” he wrote, “than any 
legislative panaceas,”’ 

Judge Walker’s term, his second 
one of 10 years, would have ex- 
pired Dec. 31, 1932. The vacancy 
created by his death will be filled 
through an appointment by Gov. 
Caulfield. The appointee. will serve 
the remaining two years of the 
his successor will be 
elected in 1932 for a full term of 
10 years. 

The vacancy will mean a swing 
in the political majority of the 
court from Democratic to Repub- 
lican for the first time in nearly 
18 years, but the reversal of polit- 
ical control will last only until Jan. 
1. The last time the court had a 
Republican majority was in 1912, 
after deaths of two Democratic 
Judges created vacancies which 
were filled by former Gov. Hadley 
by the appointment of Republicans. 

The membership of the court re- 
cently has been- four Democrats 
and three Republicans. Appoint- 
ment of a Republican to succeed 
Judge Walker will reverse the 
four-three division, but at the end 
of the year Judge David E. Blair, 
Republican, will be succeeded by 
Supreme Court, Commissioner 
George R. Ellison, Democrat, of 
Maryville, who was elected for a 
10-year term as Supreme Judge 
last Nov. 4. This will restore the 
Democratic four-three control.

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KILAUEA IN ERUPTION 
AFTER HAWAIIAN FLOOD 


Hilo Apprehensive — Ten Per- 
sons Killed in Honolulu 
Inundation. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONOLULU, Nov. 20. — While 
residents of Honolulu cleared away 
the debris from a flood which took 
10 lives and caused extensive dam- 
age, the populace of Hilo, on th2 
Island of Hawaii, kept a watchful 
eye on Halemaumau, fire pit of 
Kilauea volcano, which began 
erupting yesterday. . 

Twenty persons are reported 
missing here as the result of the 
flood, which roared down from the 
mountains above the city. Most of 
the 10 dead were Orientals, 

Among the dead and missing 
were many children. Japanese 
mothers said children were swept 
from their homes before they were 
able to remove them to safety. ~ 

Property damage by the sudden 
torrent was estimated at $150,000 
by the Honolulu Engineering De- 
partment. The entire Island of 
Oahu was drenched, three inches 
of rain falling within a few hours. 

Late yesterday wafer ran several 
inches deep across King street, one 
of the main thoroughfares here. 
Automobiles were carried off the 
road by the heavy stream. 

Three lava fourtains more than 
100 feet high burst from. the floor 
of the volcano pit at Hilo last 
night, two-thirds of the pit floor 
being covered with lava. Signs of 
increasing activity appeared later. 
The eruption was preceded by a 
slight earthquake. 

Kilauea crater is on the slope of 
Mauna Loa, a mountain 13,675 feet 
high. The volcano is an erratic 
performer and is one of the chief 
scenic attractions of the islands. 
The crater is nine miles in circum- 
ference.

him money to tide him over until 
he st&rted to work for the city. 

“How long had he been helping 
you’” Silverman was asked on 
cross-examination of defense coun- 
sel.

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President Lays Problems of 
Children’s Health and Guidance 
Before National Conference 


Hoover Tells Delegates Deficient and Delin- 
quent Need Aid and Normal “Electrons 
Radiating Joy” Require Protection. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—How 
to endow the future American child 
with the mental and physical 
strength needed to cope with the 
pressure of a mechanized world 
was the problem laid by President 
Hoover last night before his White 
House Conference on Child Health 
and Protection. 

Mr. Hoover spoke in Constitution 
Hall at the opening session of the 
cenference. He asserted that the 
fundamental purpose of the 3000 
delegates was to set forth an un- 
derstanding of those . safeguards 
which will assure to children health 
in mind and body. 

He declared that, In the present 
complexity of life, children ‘“‘must 
be physically strong and mentally 
Placed to stand up under the in- 
creasing pressure” and that their 
problem is not alone one of physi- 
cal health, but of mental, emotion- 
al, spiritual health. 


Experts in Every Phase Prescnt. 
The conference comprises ex- 
perts in every phase of child well- 
being—educators, welfare workers, 
scientists, physicians,- men and 
women who have worked in school- 
rooms, among the poor, in labora- 
tories and‘ in sick rooms. For 
their guidance they have informa- 
tion assembled from the far ends 
of the nation, the knowledge, ob- 
servations and conclusions of little 
knots of men and women experts 
who have delved deep into the se- 
crets of child training and welfare 
during the past year. 
This information is bound Into 
volumes giving the reports of 1200 
child experts. These embody sne- 
cial studies of the physically, men- 
tally and otherwise handicapped 
children. After three days of dis- 
cussion, the delegates will take the 
information they have gained back 
to their homes to apply it in per- 
forming their daily work with chil- 
dren. 
The President was introduced by 
Secretary Wilbur, the chairman of 
the conference, who promised that 
no series of resolutions, but a pro- 
gram “direct, simple and interest- 
ing” would result from the ses- 
sions. The President, Wilbur, said, 
would then appoint a Continuation 
Committee to complete the work. 
Secretary of Labor Davis today 
told the delegates that responsi- 
bility for the welfare of children 
of the country rests first on the 
state, the county and the munici- 
pality, with the Federal Govern- 
ment playing the role of an intel- 
ligent and interested co-operator. 


Work Before Conference. 
The Chief Executive told the 
conference that the problem falls 
into three groups: First, the protec- 
tion and stimulation of the normal 
child; second, aid to the physically 
defective and handicapped child; 
third, the problems of the delin- 
quent child. 
Asserting that, of 45,000,000 chil- 
dren, 10, 000,000 are deficient, with 
more than 80 per cent of these not 
receiving the necessary attention, 
the President said, “we must get 
to the cause of their handicaps 
from the beginnings of their lives; 
we must not leave one of them un- 
cared for.’’ 
Mr. Hoover said that, in dealing 
with the problems of the delin- 
quent child, “‘we need to turn the 
methods of inquiry from the pun- 
ishment of delinquency to the 
causes of delinquency.” He ddded 
that “it is not the delinquent child 
that is at the bar of judgment, but 
society itself.” 
Industry must not rob our chil- 
dren of their rightful heritage, the 
President said, asserting that “any 
labor which stunts growth, either 
physical or mental, that limits edu- 
cation, that deprives children of the 
right of comradeship, of joy and 
play, is sapping the next genera- 
tion.”’ 
“In the last half a century we 
have herded 60,000,000 more hu- 
man beings into towns and cities 
where the whole setting is new to 
the race,” the President said, and 
he added: “We have grave respon- 
sibilities to the rural] child. Ade- 
quate expert service should be as 
available to him from maternity to 
maturity.” 

Text of President’s Address. 
The text of the President’s ad- 
dress follows: 

“Something more than a year ago 
I called together a small group of 
representative men and women to 
take initial steps in organization of 
this Conference on. Chilc Health 
and ‘Protection. Under the able 
chairmanship of Secretary Wilbur, 
and the executive direction of Dr. 
Barnard, organization, was perfect- 
ed and enlarged until by the fall of 
last year something“over 1200 of 
our fellow citizens were enlisted 
from every field of those who have 
given a lifetime of devotion to pub- 
lic measures for care of childhood. 
These skillful and devoted friends 
of children have given unsparingly 
and unselfishly of their time and 
thought in research and collection 
of the knowledge and experience 
in the problems fnyolved. Their 
task has been magnificently per- 
formed, and today they will place 
before you such a wealth of: ma- 
terial as was never before prought 


together. 
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days of your conference here will 
result in: producing to our country 
from this material a series of con- 
clusion and judgments of unprece- 
dented service in behalf of child- 
hood, the benefits of which will be 
felt for a full generation. 


Reward That Accrues. 


“I wish to express my profound. 


appreciation to all those who have 
so generously contributed the time 
and thought and labor to this prep- 
aration, and to you for giving your 
time to its consideration. The re- 
ward that accrues to you is the 
consciousness of something done 
unselfishly to lighten the burdens 
of children, to set their feet upon 
surer paths to health and well- 
being and happiness. For many 
years I have hoped for such a na- 
tional consideration as this. You 
comprise the delegates appointed 
by our Federal departments and 
by the Governors of our States, the 
mayors of our cities, and the rep- 
resentatives of our great national 
associations, our medical and pub- 
lic health professions. In your 
hands rest the knowledge and au- 
thority outside of the home itself. 

“In addressing you whom I see 
before me here in this auditorium, 
I am mindful also of the unseen 
millions listening in their homes, 
who likewise are truly members of 
this conference, for these problems 
are theirs—it is their children 
whose welfare: is involved, its 
helpful services are for them, and 
their co-operation is essential in 
carrying out a united and nation- 
wide effort in behalf of the chil- 
dren. 

Affectionate Approach. 

“We approach all problems of 
childhood with affection. Theirs is 
the province of joy and good hu- 
mor. They are the most wholesome 
part of the race, the sweetest, for 
they are fresher from the hands 
of God. Whimsical, ingenious, 
mischievous, we live—~a life of ap- 
prehension as to what their opin- 
ion may be of us; a life of defense 
against their terrifying energy; we 
put them to bed with a sense of re- 
lief and a lingering of devotion. 
We envy them the freshness of ad- 
venture and discovery of life; we 
mourn over the disappointments 
they will meet. 


Purpose of Conference. 


“The fundamental purpose of 
this conference is to set forth an 
understanding of those,safeguards 
which will assure to them health 
in mind and body. There are safe- 
guards and services to childhood 
which can be provided by the com- 
munity, the State, or the nation— 
all of which are beyond the reach 
of the individual parent. We ap- 
proach these problems in no spirit 
of diminishing the responsibilities 
and values or invading the sanc- 
tities of those primary safeguards 
to child life—their homes and 
their mothers. After we have de- 
termined every scientific fact, after 
we have erected every public safe- 
guard,’ after we have constructed 
every edifice for education or train- 
ing or hospitalization or play, yet 
all these things are but a tithe of 
the physical, moral, and spiritual 
gifts which motherhood gives and 
home confers. None of these 
things carry that affection, that de- 
votion of soul, which is the great 
endowment from mothers. Our 
purpose here today is to consider 
and give our mite of help to 
strengthen her hand that her boy 
and girl may have a fair chance. 


“Our country has a vast majority 
of competent mothers. I am not 
so sure of the majority of com- 
petent fathers. But what we are 
concerned with here are things 
that are beyond her power. That 
is what Susie and John take on 
when out from under her watchful 
eye. She can not count the bac- 
teria in the milk; she can not de- 
tect the typhoid which comes 
through the faucet, or the mumps 
that pass round the playground. 
She can not individually control 
the instruction of our schools or 
the setting up of community-wide 
remedy for the deficient and han- 
dicapped child. But she can in- 
sist upon officials who hold up 
standards of protection and service 
to her children—and one of your 
jobs is to define these standards 
and tell her what they are. She can 
be trusted to put public officials to 
the acid test of the infant mortality 
and service to children in the town 
—when you set some standard for 
her to go by. 

A Complicated eititen. 

“These questions of child health 
and protection are a complicated 
problem requiring much learning 
and much action. And we ‘need

Rules of the road are necessarily changing in the 
changing circumstances and tremendous expansion of 
motor traffic. The latest general revision and codi- 
fication of Missouri’s motor vehicle laws was made 
in 1921. A new motor world has since appeared. 
The bill which the Automobile Club will offer is pat- 
terned after the uniform law framed by the National 
Conference on Street and Highway Safety. The de- 
sirability, indeed, the necessity, of uniform rules and 
regulations is obvious. State lines and city limits 
have ceased to exist in American motordom. Uni- 
formity, or standardization, is in this respect a sim- 
plified practice making for personal convenience and 
safety. 

Our present speed law, fixing anything in excess 
of 25 miles an hour as presumptive evidence of care- 
less driving is, of course, archaic. Such a law is 
impracticable and unenforceable. There are condi- 
tions where such speed is potentially murderous and 
other conditions where it is intolerably obstructive. 
A carefully drawn speed law, specifying limits where 
required and in all circumstances exacting compe- 
tent driving, now in successful operation in a num- 
ber of states, will be presented to the Legislature's 
consideration. 

The prohibition of speed traps by which innocent 
motorists are victimized by grafting officers will be 
recommended, together with reasonable regulations 
for commercial vehicles. 

The design of the program is, manifestly, to pro- 
mote the safety of motor traffic, as well as the safety 
of the pedestrian. The ghastly record of fatalities 
and injuries in motor accidents is a challenging 
problem. Every well considered effort to meet it, 
however rigorous, will have the support of public 
opinion. On that assurance the Automobile Club and 
the Legislature may confidently proceed.

Venezuela. 

Unlike Mexico and to a lesser degree som 
of the other Latin American Republics, 
Venezuela has sought to promote rapid de- 
velopment of her oi! resources in our own 
day. Especially since 1923 production has 
increased by leaps and bounds, with the 
resuit that the Republic has had the most 
rapid increase of ojl yield of any country 
in the world. It has become the great 
nroducer after the United States and far 
exceeds the United States as a contributor 
to international trade in petroleum. 

Meanwhile the income to the public trea- 
sury directly and indirectly from oil has 
shown a similar advance. Royalties are 
paid by the producing companies in cash 
or in oil as the Government chooses. They 
regularly run at about 10 per cent of the 
yield but in any case are not less than two 
bolivars (38.6 cents) a ton—which works 
out at about six cents a barrel. a 

This direct tax reached in 1923, when 
production began to advance rapidly, a to- 
tal of less than a million bolivars ($193,000) 
but in 1927 it was 20,014,000 bolivars or 
more than a sixth of the national expendi- 
tures of 112,000,000 bolivars for the year. 
The yield of the tax for 1929 has not been 


reported, but the petroleum produced in - 


that year had more than doubled as com- 
pared to 1927, with a corresponding rise 
in the royalty income of the Treasury. 

But this is not a full measure of the 
benefit from the petroleum industry. The 
indirect increase of revenue is probably 
even greater, Oil shipments have in all but

ly in the United States. They have greatly 
increased the export trade. The expénditures 
for wages, exploration and operation of the 
wells also have brought into the country 
large amounts of money which have given 
a stimulus to local enterprises.

Now as the chief sources of income in 
Venezuela are the tariff charges on imports 
and consular fees on invoices of imports, the 
result is a great rise in income from these 
sources paid to the Treasury. In 1911-15, 
before the petroleum trade made .its ap- 
pearance, the average value of imports was 
87,515,000 bolivars. In 1926 it was 367,- 
403,000 bolivars. In current budgets they 
reach over 60,000,000 bolivars, or about half 
of the total estimated national recéipts. 

Oil also has been the greatest factor 
increasing the Government's income. Growth 
of petroleum production and export through 
enterprises set up by foreigners with for- 
eign capital has so greatly improved the po- 
sition of Venezuela that the country, in- 
stead of being, as it was for a hundred 
years after its independence was won, hard 
put to make current revenue meet current 
expenses, has raised itself to the strongest 
financial position enjoyed by amy of the 
Latin-American Republics. 

The revenue has increased so rapidly, in- 
deed, that it has been possible to finance a 
far-reaching program for improvements, 
ighway construction. and sanitation from 
current income, and the public debt has 
been so rapidly paid off that there is pros- 
pect that before the end of 1930 Venezuela 
may retire not only the loans the Govern-

Congressman on Hunt for 
Communist Documents 


Apparent Victim of Hoax 
at Baltimore. _ 


GASTON B. MEANS 
' MYSTERIOUS FACTOR 


Twenty Policemen Take 
Part in Armed Descent 
Upon Warehouse in 
Search for ‘the Trunks.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—It ap- 
peared today that a mirthful hoax 
had been perpetrated upon Hamil- 
ton Fish, New York’s red hunting 
Republican Congressman and for- 
mer all-Americen tackle at Har- 


vard. “Protected” by 20 police- 
men armed to the teeth, Repre- 
sentative Fish descended upon, a 
Baltimore warehouse Tuesday 
night, prepared to seize two boxes 
full of “communist documents,” 
but found instead only two crates 
containing respectively cabbage and 
lettuce. 

The name of Gaston B. Means, 


} ex-convict, former Department of 


Justice agent, and author of a re- 
cent book entitled “The Strange 
Death of President Harding,” who 
recently has sought to identify him- 
self with the anti-communist ac- 
tivities of the National Civic Fed- 
eration, was brought into the story 
yesterday by Adolph Myers, pro- 
prietor of the raided warehouse. 
The Warehouse Man’s Story. 
Myers told reporters the follow- 
ing story: “Last Thursday a man 
came to my place, presented a card 
bearing the name of G. B. Means, 
of the Commodore Hotel, Washing- 
ton, and inquired about the condi- 
tions under which we received 
property for storage. Later Nor- 
man 8S. Bowles, a Baltimore lawyer, 
visited me, and said that Gaston B. 
Means had some trunks or boxes 
at Laurel, Md., which he wanted to 
store with me. I gave him some 
blanks. Bowles and Means came 
back Saturday and made further 
inquiries, but that was all. 
“When Congressman Fish and 
his squad came to t warehouse 
Tuesday night, Mr. Fish presented 
a receipt purporting to be for goods 
stored by Means in my warehouse. 
We had no such goods, but Mr. 
Fish and his men wanted to search 
the place, so they searched it. They 
found some _ lettuce and cabbage, 
and said they would come back lat- 
er. They might as well save them- 
selves the trouble, because Means 
has no property at my place.” 
The Man of Many Roles. 
Means testified before a Senate 
committee during the Daugherty 
investigation in 1924 that he had 
“been accused of every crime on 
the calendar, from murder down,” 
and volunteered the admission that 
he “would do anything if they paid 
me enough.” At various times he 
has appeared in the role of a “red 
hunter,” and recently tried to en- 
list in the National Civic Federa- 
tion’s crusade against communism. 
Representative Fish, chairman of 
a House committee which has been 
investigating alleged communistic 
activities in this country, has been 
conspicuously absent from his of- 
fice here since the raid which re- 
sulted in a haul of fresh vegeta- 
bles. However, Walter L. Rey- 
nolds, secretary of the Fish com- 
mittee, sometimes fribaldly de- 
scribed as the “Red Herring Com- 
mittee,” said that Fish had been 
told by a Baltimore lawyer that 
“important Communist documents” 
could be found at the Baltimore 
warehouse. 
Reynolds was asked whether 
Fish cut open the heads of cab- 
bage and lettuce to learn whether 
the “documents” were concealed 
inside. He said he did not, and 
added that the Congressman now 
seemed to be under the impression 
that the whole thing was a mis- 
take. 


Veterans Sign Petition. 

A petition urging support in Con- 
gress of a suggested measure to al- 
low immediate cashing of adjusted 
compensation policies maturing in 
1945 has been signed, in one day, 
by 128 unemployed listed with the 
veterans’ free employment bureau 
in the Federal Building. Sponsors 
of the petition said President Hoo- 
ver had suggested that the policies 
be exchanged for Treasury certifi- 
cates. ‘“This,"’ the petition states, 
“would relieve our needy condition, 
temporarily at least.’’

OFFICIAL VOTE ON? 
STATE PROPOSITIONS 


Biggest Plurality in Opposition 
to Monopoly on Workmen’s 
Compensation Insurance. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 20.— 
The six proposed constitutional 
amendments and one proposed ini- 
tiative law submitted on the initia- 
tive and referendum ballot in the 
general election last Nov. 4 were 
decisively defeated by ‘‘No” major- 
ities ranging from 86,451 to 311,073 
votes. The official canvass of the 
vote on the proposals was complet- 
ed today by the Secretary of State. 

Proposition No. 5, amending the 
Constitution to provide a different 
method for merger of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County in a “Greater St. 
Louis,”” was defeated by 157,337 
votes. It received a favorable vote 
of 218,381 and a “No” vote of 375,- 
718. 

The heaviest vote was cast 
against Proposition No. 4, a pro< 
posed initiative law sponsored by 
the State Federation of Labor, 
which would have establishcd a 
monopolistic State insurance fund 
for insurance of employers on pay- 
ment cf workmen’s co:npensation 
claims to injured workmen. The 
proposal was beaten by 311,073 
votes, on a “Yes’ vote of 155,909 
and a “No” vote of 466,982. 

Move for Increased Rate. 

Proposition No. 4 was opposed 
by the privately owned insurance 
companies, which would have been 
barred from underwriting work- 
men’s compensation insurance 
risks. It is recalled that immedi- 
ately after the election the cpm- 
panies filed a new sehedule of 
rates carrying an average increase 
of 11 per cent on workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance. Vigorous 
protests which followed this action 
caused the companies to back up 
and announce they would file an 
amended schedule, carrying an in- 
crease of 2.4 per cent. The amend- 
ed schedule has not been filed yet. 
It must be approved by the State 
Insurance Department before it 
can become effective. 

The vote on the other proposals 
was as follows: 

Proposition No. 1, constitutional 
amendment increasing the pay of 
members of the Legislature from 
$5 a day to $10 a day, limiting the 
number of clerical ‘employes, and 
modernizing the clerical methods, 
“xyes” 213,812, “No” 376,333, loat 
by 157,421. 

Proposition No. 2, constitutional 
amendment exempting from taxa- 
tion all loans on real estate, where 
the total cost to the borrower does 
not exceed five per cent. ‘Yes’ 
211,858, “‘No” 371,473, lost by 159,- 
615. 

Proposition No. 3, constitutional 
amendment authorizing cities of 
more than 5000 population to issue 
municipal bonds for construction 
or purchase of public utilities for 
50 years (present maturity limit 
20 years and privilege restricted 
to cities of more than 75,000 pop- 
ulation) “Yes,” 178,935, “No,” 378,- 
680, lost by 199,845. 

Vote on Proposition No. 6. 

Proposition No. 6, constitutional 
amendment authorizing cities and 
counties, in condemning property 
for public works, to take a larger 
area of land than actually re- 
quired for the public improvement, 
**Yes,”” 176,268, “No,” 396,176, lost 
by 219,908. 

Proposition No. 7, constitutional 
amendment removing the present 
restriction which prevents sheriffs 
and coroners of Missouri counties 
from being re-elected to succeed 
themselves “Yes” 254,385, “No” 
340,836, lost by 86,451. 

The vote on the seven proposals 

from 657,515 to 622,891, the latter 
total being cast on proposition No. 
4, which was the center of a more 
extensive state-wide campaign than 
other proposals. 
The high vote of 622,891 was 
391,702 less than the high vote of 
1,014,593 cast on candidates for 
State offices in the general elec- 
tion. The difference was charac- 
teristic of the indiffer®nce with 
which voters usually regard initia- 
tive and referendum proposals in 
Missouri elections. This indiffer- 
ence usually is marked with a dis- 
position to vote against all pro- 
posed changes. 


KANSAS CITY FIGHTS CAR FARE 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 20.— 
Kansas City has filed a _ protest 
against an order of the Missouri 
Fublic Service Commission giving 
the Kansas City Public Service Co. 
the right to issue a 40-cent weekly 
“permit” card for its trolley lines. 
The protest stated the city had 
no opportunity to oppose granting 
of the rate, which was an increase 
of five cents over a fare basis pre- 
viously granted. Commuters using 
street cars twice daily, six days a 
week, would pay $1 weekly under 
the fare, which provides for a pay- 
ment of five cents for each ride 
when the permit card is shown. 
The cash fare is 190 cents.

Glimpses of the Women Delegates | 
to the League of Nations. © :

N the lobby of the Hotel des Bergues, almost the official dormitory 
[ter League delegates, conversation ricochets from the concierge’s

The Batiment Electorale, 
where the sessions are held, hums 
like a dynamo. Dark suits—the 
masculine uniform which civiliza- 
tion dictates—are worn with equal 
ease by Hindus, Japanese, Lithua- 
nians and, Englishmen. Against 
this conventional background ap- 
pear the surprising colors of 
women’s gowns. Where have they 
come from, these women of many 
nations who sit in the visitors’ 
loges, listening intensely, intelli- 
gently, to the greatest political 
minds of Europe? One’s eye tray- 
els over this vast international 
arena, Long balconies, crowded 
with journalists; men and women; 
a distinguished Frenchman, who 
represents “‘Le Temps” is.bandy- 
ing political opinions with a girl 
reporter from the “Frankfurter 
Zeitung.” Below the balconies of 
the press is the closely packed- 
section given over to experts, the 
people whose technical perfection 
within a certain field makes them 
indispensable to their various dele- 
gations. Her» again one sees 
women; many women, scientists, 
literateurs—they have been recruit- 
ed by their countries to serve the 
League. On the floor are the small 
desks of the delegates. Every seat 
is filled. Near the tribunal of the 
President, to the left, are the dele- 
gates from Denmark. There are 
several men on the aisle and there 
isa woman—Mademoiselle Henni 
Forchhammer, the first woman 
delegate to the League. In 1920 
she came with her compatriots and 
made a speech before the Assembly 
which is remembered §still—with 
admiration,

LLE. FORCHHAMMER is a 
MM ssa woman, with white hair. 
Her manner is at once shy and 
decisive. Shy when it ig necessary 
to talk of herself, decisive when it 
is a question of her work, 

She walks about Geneva unobe- 
trusively, Her goings and comings 
are herown affair. Those who 
have worked with her have an un- 
Shakable respect for her. 

Mile. Forchhammer was born in 
Aalborg, Denmark, in 1863. She 
Spent the first 20 years of her life 
in the southern part of her coun. 
try, living with her father, who 
was headmaster of a boys’ school— 
one of those tradition-rich, Euro- 
pean schools, which was founded 
hundreds of years ago by a noble- 
man in order that his sons might 
be educated. Here in an atmos- 
phere of simplicity and scholar- 
Ship, she grew up. 

In 1893, Mlle, Forchhammer 
moved to Copenhagen and became 
herself a teacher, She taught En- 
glish, Through her teaching she be- 
came interested in social and eco- 
nomic questions, She was one of 
the pioneers in the movement for 
adult education in Denmark. 

Mile, Forchhammer was interest- 
ed in women's suffrage in Den- 
mark, though she took no very ac- 
tive part in the campaign for the 
vote. But 20,000 women, who 
marched through Copenhagen to 
celebrate their victory when the 
franchise was granted them, chose 
her as their spokesman before the 
King and Parliament. 

In 1913, she was elected presi- 
dent of the Danish National Coun- 
cll of Women, an office which she 
has held ever since. In 1914, she 
became one of the vice presidents 
of the International Council of 
Women.

HEN Denmark entered the 

League, the Danish women, 

very simply, sent a petition to 
the Government asking for a wom- 
an delegate. The Government, with 
equal calm, requested that the 
women nominate their own dele- 
gate, They chose Mile. Forchham-.- 
mer, and the Government appoint- 
ed her. 

Mile, Forchhammer is a member 
of the Fifth Commission of the 
League, the commission which deals 
with humanitarian questions. She 
has twice been rapporteur to the 
Assembly on the protection of 
women and children in the Near 
East and has traveled extensively 
in Asia Minor studying this prob- 
lem. She is also engaged in the 
work of the League in regard to the 
white slave traffic, and will go to 
Roland, immediately after the As- 
sembly, to attend an unofficial 
conference on this subject. 

America is one of the 11 coun- 
tries which Mile. Forchhammer has 
visited as a lecturer on the League 
of Nations. She is immensely in- 
terested in the United States, “It is

M to America was, she said, too 
brief. She is returning in 
March. She wants to know Amer- 
ican women better, 

“I was struck by the organizing 
ability of American women—and 
their competence in business. They 
are also extraordinarily fine public 
speakers. I daresay there are a 
great many of them who do noth- 
ing and are perfectly parasitical— 
there's the European legend of the 
spoiled, luxury-seeking American 
woman—but when I was there I 
met splendid ones.” 

And what is the significance of 
Mile. Forchhammer, and of what 
is she a symbol? Because, surely, 
she is a symbol—women of her 
type did not exist before our era. 
She is a symbol of feminism—a 
feminism without aggression. We 
are all accustomed to jokes about 
suffragettes and  blue-stockings, 
fierce, disagreeable women avho 
seemed to think that might mado 
right and+ proved their points by 
fighting with policemen, That 
phase of feminism is finished. 

And we have in its place this 
calm, modest little woman who is 
a technical expert in certain fields; 
who goes about her work quietly, 
without self-consciousness, who is 
necessary to her country and to 
the League of Nations because she 
is a capable, well-informed work- 
er. It would not occur to Mlle. 
Forchhammer to make an issue of 
herself as a woman; she is a hu- 
man being, living in the twentieth 
century, with certain obligations 
and certain abilities. 

There were (and perhaps still 
are) two schools of feminists: one 
of which said, “Let’s deny our 
femininity;” the other of which 
said, ‘“‘Let us trade on it.” And 
then there are people like Mllic. 
Forchhammer who ignore the 
whole question. They are the ef- 
fective ones. ‘

Better X-Ray Pictures 


HE X-ray does not produce pic- 
T tures in the same manner as &@ 

camera. It produces what might 
more properly be termed shadow- 
graphs. 

The X-ray image is produced by 
placing the X-ray tube (from which 
the rays emanate) on one side of 
the object to be examined and a 
photographic plate or film on the 
other side. The X-rays must pass 
through the object to reach the 
photographic plate. 

When the exposed plate is de- 
veloped it shows certain shadows, 
and the expert reads these shadows 
for their meanings. | 

To produce shadows, the X-rayed 
object must be composed of differ- 
ent densities. An X-ray picture of 
the forearm, .for example, wil 
plainly show the bones, for the rea- 
son that bones are more dense than 
muscle tissue. The bones interfere 
with the passage of the X-rays, 
hence, they cause a lighter shadow 
on the plate. 

Ever since the discovery of the 
x-ray, it has been the interest of 


parts of the body which normally 
cast no varying shadows. 

The stomach, for example, can- 
not, when in its normal] state, be 
completely X-rayed. To overcome 
this difficulty, the person to be ex- 
amined is given to drink (on an 
empty stomach) a mixture of but- 
termilk and bismuth. The bismuth 
being more dense than the soft tis- 
sues of the body, casts a contrast- 
ing shadow. Since it tends to fit 
the stomach (as liquids do their 
containers) we get a dependable 
image of the stomach’s shape, con- 
dition, movements, etc. 

In recent years the art of X-ray- 
ing heretofore “unpicturable” parts 
of the body has made great pros- 
ress. 

Ioedized oil has been injected Into 
bronchi, lung spaces and other 
cavities, and excellent shadow pic- 
tures have been thus secured, Air 
has been injected into the spaces 
within the brain to make their out- 
lines clearer on X-ray.
